Will Have No Successors 

One of the oldest of Russia's re 
ligious orders is found on Valamo, the 
island of Lake Ladoga, which forms 
the channel boundary between Russia 
and Finland, The glitter of the white 
buildings of this community is in con- 
trast with the sember atmosphere one 
finds within, The Valamo monks once 
constituted the world’s weulthiest or- 
der; the coflin-shaped beds, the dolor- 
ous chant of prayer and the evidence 
of the ascetism that prevails have lit- 
tle in common with earthly wealth, ob- 
serves a writer in the New York 
Times. 

The Valame order observes the ritual 
of the Russain Greek Orthodox church, 
and earries on amid altars of gold and 
silver, rich tapestries and ancient carv- 
ings that one associates with the old 
Russia. But like the old Russia, It
